S.R.O* 173. — Whereas certain draft rules regulating the 
division of the Meerut Cantonment into Wards for the pur- 
pose of holding elections in the said Cantonment and the 
determination of the number of members to be elected by 
each ward were published, as required by section 31 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), at pages 2 to 6 of the 
Gazette of India, Part TI Section 4 dated the 5th January, 
1974 with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 4 dated the 27th December 
1973 inviting objections or suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected thereby within a period of sixty days 
from the date of publication of the said notification. 

And whereas, the said notification was made available to 
the public on the 5th January, 1974. 

And whereas, objections and suggestions received from 
the public have been considered, 

Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of the said Act and in 
supersession of the notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 44 dated the 6th 
February 1954, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the division of Meerut Canton- 
ment into wards namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Meerut Cantonment (Division into Wards) 
Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Division of Cantonment Into Wards. — For the purpose 
of holding elections to the Cantonment Board, the Canton- 
ment of Meerut shall be divided into the following wards

Ward No. I 

Commencing from the intersection of the Hill Street and 
boundary between Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 88 and 

87 boundary runs towards east upto Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No, 85 through Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 87 
and 86, thence towards north upto Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 81 through pillar Nos, 84, 83, & 82, thence to- 
wards east along Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 80, 79 
upto pillar No. 78. Thence it runs towards south along 
Cantonment Boundary pillar Nos. 77, 76 upto pillar No. 75 
and thence it takes a turn towards easterly direction and 
meets cantonment boundary pillar No. 74. From pillar No, 74 
the boundary runs towards south through cantonment boun- 
dary pillar Nos. 73, 72, 71, 70 upto pillar No. 69, thence 
it turns towards cast and meets cantonment boundary. Pillar 
No. 68 near village Buxer Khera. Thence it runs towards 
south cast along the Cantonment boundary upto Canton- 
ment boundary pillar No, 63, passing through the canton- 
ment boundary pillar Nos, 67, 66, 65 and 64, From canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 63, the boundary runs along Nala 
towards south east up to pillar No, 61, wherefrom it takes 
a turn towards west and runs along cantonment boundary 
upto pillar No. 59 passing through pillar No, 60. From Can- 
tonment boundary pillar No. 59, the boundary runs towards 
north-west pasffiig through cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 
58, 57, 56, 55 upto pillar No. 54 where it meets the junction 
formed by Bijnor Road, Garden Road and Cariappa Path, 
From this point, it runs in the same direction along Garden 
Road and meets the junction formed by East Street and 
Parmanand Path. From this junction it runs towards North 
along East Street and meets the Bahadur Shah Path. From 
this point it runs westerly direction along Bahadur Shah 
Path & Gandhi Path and meets the junction formed by 
Gandhi Path and Hill Street near Single Officer Quarters. 
From this junction it turns towards north along Hill Street 
and meets the intersection of the I Til I Street and the can-

88 and 87 from where it started. 

Ward No. II 

Commencing from the junction of Jaman Street with the 
Gandhi Path (Mall Road), the boundary runs towards east 
along the v Gandhi Path (Mall Road) and Bahadurshah Path 
(Brown Street) up to the junction with East Street. From 
this point it runs towards south and south east, along Fast 
and Garden Road up to Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 54. 
From Cantonment, boundary pillar No. 54 the boundary runs 
towards west along the cantonment boundary up to canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 47 where it meets at crossing of 
the Dharam Singh Path and Cariappa Path. 

From the crossing of Cariappa Path and Dharam Singh 
Path (Centre Street) it turns towards north along Dharam 
Singh Path (Centre Street) and Jaman Street up to the junc- 
tion of Jaman Street with the Gandhi Path (Mall Road) 
where it started. 

Ward No. m 

From the crossing of West Street and Tantiya Topi Path 
(Barrack Street) the boundary runs towards cast along the 
Tantiya Topi Path (Barrack Street) upto the junction of 
Tantiya Topi Path (Barrack Street) and Hill Street (Roorkee 
Road), and from there it runs towards south along Hill 
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Street (Roorkee Road) upto the junction of Gandhi Path 
(Mall Road) and Hill Street (Roorkee Road). From this 
point it runs towards east along with Gandhi Path (Mall 
Road) upto the junction of Gandhi Path (Mall Road) and 
Jaman Street. From this junction it runs towards south 
along Jaman Street and part of Dharam Singh Path (Centro 
Street), and Cariappa Path through cantonment boundary 
pillars Nos. 47 and 46 upto Begum Bridge where the Abu 
Nala meets. 

From Begum Bridge it runs towards north westerly direc- 
tion along Abu Nala upto the Bridge of Bridge Street over 
Abu Nala. From Bridge of Bridge Street over Abu Nala, 
it runs towards north along Bridge Street upto the junction 
of Bridge Street and Brutan Street thence towards West 
along Brutan Street upto its junction with Vile ram Path 
(Centre Street). Thence it runs towards West along Vikram 
Path upto its junction with Bazar Street. Thence it runs 
towards north west along Bazar Street and then towards 
north along Brutan Street upto the junction of Gandhi Path 
(Mall Road) and Brutan Street. Thence it runs towards 
West along with Gandhi Path (Mall Road) upto the junction 
of Gandhi Path (Mall Road) and West Street. Thence it 
runs towards north along the West Street upto the junction 
of Tantiya Topi Path (Barrack Street) and West Street from 
where it started. 

Ward No. IV 

The boundary starts from Sawarkar Path (Race Course 
Road) Bridge over Abu Nala and runs towards Hast along 
Abu Nala upto Begum Bridge where it meets the Grand 
Trunk Road & Cantonment Boundary. From that point it 
runs towards south along Grand Trunk Road upto its junc- 
tion with Naya Bazar Street (Gunj Street) passing through 
cantonment boundary pillar No. 45. 

From this junction it runs towards west along Naya Bazar 
Street (Gunj Street) upto the junction of Naya Bazar Street 
and Daya Nand Path (Plowden Street), and thence boun- 
dary runs towards north along Daya Nand Path (Plowden 
Street) upto the junction of Daya Nand Path and Kabarl 
Bazar Street, thence it runs towards West along Kabarl 
Bazar Street upto the junction of Kabari Street and Chowk 
Bazar Street and thence it runs towards south along Chowk 
Bazar Street upto the junction of Chowk Bazar Street and 
Sadar Street, thence it runs towards north along with Sadar 
Street upto the junction of Tank Street and Sadar Street 
thence it runs towards north west along Tank Street upto 
the junction of Tank Street with Ashok Path (West End 
Road).

From that junction it runs towards north along Sawarkar 
Path (Race Course Road) upto Bridge on Abu Nala from 
where it started. 

Ward No. V 

Commencing from the junction of Chowk Bazar Street and 
Kabari Bazar Street boundary runs towards cast along Kabarl 
Bazar Street upto its junction with Daya Nand Path (Plowden 
Street), thence it mas towards south along Daya Nand Path 
(Plowden Street), upto its junction with Naya Bazar Street 
and thence it runs towards cast along Naya Bazar Street upto 
its junction with Grand Trunk Road (Delhi Road). 

From that junction the boundary runs towards south and 
south west along Grand Trunk Road (Delhi Road) and the 
cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 44, 43, 42, 41, 40, 39, 38, 
37, 36, 35, 34 and 33 upto pillar No. 32, where It meets the 
South End Road. From cantonment boundary pillar No. 32 
it runs towards west along South End Road upto Its junction 
with Ashok Path (West End Road). From that junction the 
boundary runs towards northerly direction along Ashok Path 
upto its junction with Police Street. Thence it runs towards 
east along police street upto the junction of Police Street and 
Gunj Street, thence it runs towards north along Gunj Street 
upto its junction with Bankers Street, thence it runs towards 
west along Bankers Street upto its junction with Sadar Street, 
thence it runs towards norm along with Sadar Street up the 
junction of Chowk Bazar Street and Sadar Street, it runs 
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further to words north along with Chowk Bazar Street upto 
the junction of Chowk Bazar Street and Kabari Bazar Street 
fiom where it started- 

Ward No. VI 

Commencing frdm Cantonment boundary pillar No. 16, 
the boundary runs towards south easterly direction along 
the cantonment boundary upto cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 15. From cantonment boundary pillar No. 15 the 
boundary runs in north easterly direction upto cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 14, From cantonment boundary pillai 
No. 14, the boundary runs towards south cast upto canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 11 through cantonment boundary 
pillar Nos. 13, 12 where it meets the Northern Railway 
Track. Thence it runs towards north along the Northern 
Railway Track upto the Railway Bridge on Abu Nala. 
Thence it runs towards south east along Abu Nala upto 
the Bridge over Abu Nala on Sawarkar Path (Race Course 
Hoad), and thence it runs towards south along Sawarkar Path 
upto its junction with Railway Street thence it runs towards 
easterly direction along wilh Railway Street, upto its junc- 
tion with Ashok Path fWest End Road), thence it runs to- 
wards north along Ashok Path upto its junction with Tank 
Street, thence it runs towards south east along Tank Street 
and then Sadar Street upto the junction of Sadar Street 
and Bankers Street, thence it runs towards east along Bankers 
Street upto its junction with Gunj Street. 

From that junction the boundary runs towards south along 
Gunj Street upto its crossing with Police Street, thence it 
runs towards west along Police Street upto its junction with 
Ashok Path, thence It runs towards south along Ashok Path 
upto its junction with South End Road, thence it runs to- 
wards east along with South End Road upto Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 32, thence the boundary runs along 
cantonment boundary towards southerly direction upto pillar 
No. 31. Thence it runs towards South west and then south 
along the cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 26 passing 
through pillar Nos. 30, 29, 28 and 27. 

The boundary runs towards westerly directlori along can- 
tonment boundary from cantonment boundary pillar No. 26 
through cantonment boundary pillar Nos, 25, 24 upto can- 
tonment boundary pillar No. 23. From this point, the 
boundary runs towards northerly direction along canton- 
ment boundary upto pillar No. 19. From that pillar it runs 
towards north west along the cantonment boundary upto 
pillar No. 18-B and from there it runs towards south west 
along cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 17-F, thence it 


runs towards north west along the cantonment boundary 
unto pillar No. 17-D, and thence it runs towards north east 
along the cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 17-A and 
thence it runs towards north west along the cantonment 
boundary upto pillar No. 17. From that pillar it runs _ to- 
wards north cast along the cantonment boundary upto pillar 
No. 16 from where it started. 

Ward No. VII 

Commencing from the cantonment boundary pillar No, 1, 
the boundary runs towards east along the cantonment boun- 
dary pillar Nos, 97, 96, 95, 94, 93, 92, 91, 90 and 89 upto 
the junction of Hill Street (Roorkee Road) and the Canton- 
ment boundary between cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 88 
and 87. 


From that junction the boundary runs towards south along 
Hill Street (Roorkee Road) upto its junction with Tantiya 
Topi Path (Barrack Street), thence it runs towards west 
along with Tantiya Topi Path (Barrack Street) upto its 
junction with West Street. Thence it runs towards south 
along West Street upto its junction with Gandhi Path (Mall 
Road). Thejace it runs towards east along Gandhi Path 
(Mall Road) upto its junction with Brutan Street. Thence it 
runs towards south along Brutan Street upto its junction with 
Bazar Street, Thence it runs towards south along Bazar 
Street upto its junction with Vikram Path (Centre Street) 
and then it runs in the same direction upto its junction 
with Brutan Street, thence it runs towards south cast along 
Brutan Street upto its junction with Bridge Street. Thence 
it runs towards south along Bridge street upto the Bridge 
on Abu Nala. 

From Bridge Street, Bridge, on Abu Nala it runs towards 
west and north west along Abu Nala upto Railway Bridge 
near cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 10 and 9(c). 

From the Railway Bridge on Abu Nala near boundary 
pillar Nos. 10 and 9(c), the boundary runs towards west 
along cantonment boundary upto cantonment boundary 
pillar 9(b), Thence it runs along cantonment boundary 
through cantonment 1 boundary pillars 9(a), 9, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 
2, upto cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 from where it 
started. 
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
